GRAY-SNYDER TRIAL 
OPENED; NO JURORS 
QUNLFY FIRST 


Questions by the: Court 
and Many Attorneys 
Eliminate 50. 


BOTH OF DEFENDANTS 
APPEAR INDIFFERENT 


Widow Not to Take Stand, 
It Is Indicated by Her 
Attorney’s Queries. ° 


New York, April 18 (By A. P.).—Al- 
though 50 veniremen were examined to- 
day, the first day of the trial of Mrs. 
Ruth Brown Snyder and Henry Judd 
Gray for the murder of Mrs. Synder’s 
husband, not one juryman was select- 
ed. Every venireman examined in 
Queens county fell before a four-cor- 
nered barrage of questions from at- 
torneys for the defendants, the district 
attorney and the court. At the end of 
the day only seven peremptory chal- 
lenges had been used. 

The day served to show indirectly 

the position likely to be taken by at- 
torneys in defense of Mrs. Snyder. Ed- 
gar F. Hazelton, her senior attorney, 
questioned veniremen as to whether 
they would vote to acquit a defendant 
if a doubt should be raised as to 
whether a plan to assist in a crime had 
been abandoned before the crime was 
committed. 
Hazelton consistently questioned the 
men in the tentative jury box as to 
whether they would be prejudiced 
against a defendant who did not go to 
the witness stand to testify, and one 
Was excused when he said he would 
hold such a position “against” a de- 
fendant. This line of questioning was 
taken to indicate a change in an- 
nounced plans to have Mrs. Synder tes- 
tify in her own behalf. 


Defendants Indifferent. 


The two defendants sat in what 
seemed almost indifference through 
the proceedings. Gray was some 10 
feet in front of Mrs. Snyder, facing the 
inclosure that will hold the jury to be 
finally chosen. He never turned his 
head. Mrs. Snyder could have looked 
only at the back of her codefendant’s 
head, but she steadily gazed over it to 
the men being questioned. 

Several times Mrs. Snyder conferred 
with counsel, evidently discussing men 
in the panel. Gray did not speak to 
his lawyers. 

The woman defendant was gowned 
entirely in black with no color relief. 
A string of black beads was her only 
adornment. She leaned forward once 
as a prospective juror was asked if he 
would “find a woman as guilty as a 
man,” but her expression did not 
change wh~ he said, “yes.” 

Forty-three of the veniremen were 
excused for cause. Attoroneys for Mrs. 
Snyder, on trial jointly with Gray, 
when she would rather be tried aJjone, 
callenged five, Gray’s attorneys took 
exception to one and the district. at- 
torney excused one.

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WOMAN KILLED BY 3

Victim Trampled When Ani-

Newark. N. J., April 18 (By A. P.).— 
An unidentified woman about 50 years 
old was trampled to death today when 
three elephant appearing in an act at 
a local theater, broke away from their 
trainer The elephants were recap- 
tured within a few minutes and taken 
back to the theater.

New York, April 18 (By A. P.).— 
Stockholders of the United States Steel 
Corporation, at their annual meeting 
in Hoboken, N. J., today, formally ap- 
proved an increase in the authorized 
common stock from %508,302,500 to 
$711,623,500 to provide for the 40 per 
cent stock dividend recently proposed 
by directors. 

“I think it is fair to believe that the 
dividend on the new issue of stock will 
probably be at the annual rate of $7,” 
stated Chairman Elbert H. Gary, who 
also reiterated a denial of rumors that 
he intended to resign. 

With the distribution of this $200,- 
000,000 “melon” to stockholders, the 
first in the corporation’s history, the 
United States Steel Corporation be- 
comes the second billion-dollar corpora- 
tion in America in point of capitaliza- 
tion. The capitalization, including 
$360,281,000 in preferred stock, now is 
$1,071,904,500.

Wide Open, Judge Moss 
Tells Grand Jury. 


WOULD ‘GET’ ‘BIG FELLOW’

Annapolis, Md., April 18.—TIllicit traf- 
fic of liquor is so flagrant in Annapolis 
and Anne Arundel County that mid- 
shipmen of the Naval Academy are 
said to have blacklisted certain boot- 
leggers because of high prices during 
the Christmas holidays, declared Judge 
Robert.Moss in his charge to the grand 
jury at the opening of circuit court 
today. The judge added that, notwith- 
standing he had previously directed 
attention to “deplorable conditions,” no 
apparent effort had been made to “get” 
the “big fellows” in the bootleg trade. 

“There is no other place in the 
United States, with the exception of 
West Point, where liquor laws should 
be more rigidly enforced than here in 
Annapolis,” declared Judge Moss. He 
urged community cooperation for en- 
forcement and every means be em- 
ployed to discourage and prevent the 
use of liquor by midshipmen, who, he 
said, are trained to handle ships -on, 
under and over the seas. 

“I say without hesitation that every 
dive in this city is now wide open,” 
the judge further declared.

TRADE COMMISSION WINS 
IN SUPREME COURT TEST 


Powers Upheld as Seven-Year 
Fight of Corporations for 
Injunctions Ends. 


TAFT DELIVERS OPINION 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Seven years of litigation in which 
the inquisitorial powers of the Federal 
trade commission were challenged 
went into the discard yesterday when 

the Supreme Court dismissed the in- 
junction proceedings brought by the 
Claire Furnace Co. and 21 other corpo- 
rations in Ohio, ‘Péfifisyivania, West 
Virginia, New York, Delaware, New 
Jersey and Maryland. 

In an opinion by Chief Justice Taft, 
the court held that the companies in- 
volved had no right to fear the orders 
of the commission, which had sought 
monthly reports concerning details of 
their business, until the Attorney Gen- 
eral had taken some action against 
them in the courts. Justice McReyn- 
olds dissented. 

The litigation, resulting from the 
commission's effort to obtain informa- 
tion to aid Congress in shaping legisla- 
tion designed to reduce living costs, 
was instituted in 1920 in the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court, which 
enjoined the commission from proceed- 
ing with its program. The companies 
had contended that the commission 
Riad exceeded its authority and insisted 
they could not be compelled to furnish 
information, much Of it; they held, 
relating to trade secrets. 

On appeal by the government, the | 
Court of Appeals held the injunction 
good, amd the.cass reached the United 
States Supreme Court four years ago. 

Chief Justice Taft’s opinion said that 
Congress had intended to impose upon 
the Attorney General the duty of ex- 
amining the scope and propriety of the 
Federal Trade Commission’s orders, 
leaving to him the discretion of deter- 
mining which should be pressed in the 
courts. 

Justice McReynolds, in his dissent, 
contended that the decision of the 
lower courts should be affirmed on the 
ground that the commission had 
exceeded its authority.

Coolidge and Kellogg Are 
Opposed to Warlike 
Proposals. 


ULTIMATUM LIKELY, 
LONDON IS INFORMED 


Vigorous Note, Possibly With 
Time Limit, Planned, Is 
Authoritative Word.

President Coolidge and Secretary 
Kellogg oppose the British idea of en- 
forcing sanctions against the national- 
ist government of China and the iden- 
tic note which the powers are reported 
to be preparing in reply to the com- 
munication of Eugene Chen, national- 
ist foreign minister, will for other rea- 
sons be delayed. 

Firstly, Secretary Kellogg is not ready 
to permit American Minister MacMur- 
ray to commit the United States to any 
program of sanctions and there is 
nothing to show that Mr. MacMurray 
is pressing for such a course, although 
British press reports are assiduously 
seeking to create the impression that 
Mr. MacMurray has been won over to 
the British joint action plan. 

Secondly, the resignation of the Jap- 
anese cabinet eliminates the possibility 
of joint action and identic notes until 
a new cabinet is formed and the cabi- 
net crises caused by the controversy 
over the Japanese government's deci- 
sion to ald the Bank of Formosa may 
not be settled in the next few days. 


Much Pressure on Kellogg. 


Meanwhile, there is a double drive 
being made by British controlled 
sources to persuade Secretary Kellogg 
to agree to sanctions and to persuade 
Mr. MacMurray to urge joint British- 
American action. How much of this 
pressure comes from the powerful 
Standard Oil or from the Shanghai 
municipal council or from other inter- 
ested sources can not be ascertained. 
The British statesmen in London ap- 
pear divided on the wisdom of drastic 
action. although Downing street ap- 
parently takes the position that it will 


strengthen British prestige in the 
Yangtze region and elsewhere if joint 
action with the United States can be 
made secure. In other words, if Amer- 
ica will join Britain, then the more 
drastic the policy the better for the 
British. But if America holds aloof 
from war measures, sanctions, &c., the 
predominant British opinion is for Bri- 
tain to likewise try conciliation instead 
of war, under the guise of sanctions 
which would involve the taking pos- 
session by force of designated Chinese 
territory, sealing up ports, &c. 

Kellogg has 
so far opposed sanctions and refused to 
authorize MacMurray to even discuss

Washington yesterday arrived at only 
one conclusion with respect to Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith’s answer to the letter 
addressed to him by Charles C. Mar- 
shall, which asked for the distinction 
which the New York chief executive 
would draw as between his duty to the 
Roman Catholic Church and the state, 
and that was that Gov. Smith had 
handled the question, in matter and 
spirit, most effectively. 

Here, as perhaps in many sections of 
the country, the letter was the most 
widely discussed topic of the day, but 
men in public life were reluctant to 
commit themselves as to its effect, con- 
tenting themselves with brief expres- 
sions as to its merits viewed from the 
personal standpoint of the author. 

It was impossible yesterday to gauge, 
as it may be until the end of time, the 
exact effect that Gov. Smith’s open and 
frank declaration will have upon his 
political fortunes, and that was the 
chief item of interest in the discussions 
that took place in official Washington. 

Want Church to Speak. 

The most striking thing that devel- 
oped in the aftermath of publication 
undoubtedly was that there was among 
Democrats or Republicans alike only 
one sharply defined criticism of the 
letter itself. One question that was 
raised, and which may be heard more 
frequently, was that “now that Gov. 
Smith had spoken for himself what 
does the church have to say?” but 
the interrogatory in itself was inter- 
preted as an indication of either un- 
willingness or inability to find the flaw 
in the Democratic leader’s reasoning.

ON CITY COUNCIL PLA 


West End Delegates Left Free 
to Vote by Citizens’ 
Association. 


LONG DEBATE 


IS HELD 


After debate, lasting more than an 
hour on the resolution now before the 
Federation of Citizens Associations, to 
extend the scope of the citizens’ ad- 
visory council’s activities to all mat- 
ters of a governmental nature, the West 
End Citizens association, whose resolu- 
tion to abolish the council, helped 


precipitate the present controversy, last 
night failed to instruct its delegates 
how to vote on the proposition. 

Grover W. Ayres, addressing the meet- 
ing last night, declared that extension 
of the council’s powers would lead to 
the deterioration of the federation to 
a mere electoral commission, and pre- 
dicted that in such an event one or the 
other would die in two years’ time. 

Ayers declared that local trade bodies 
have a right to object to “government 
clerks” on the advisory council making 
recommendations in matters affecting 
the financial status of their members. 
He declared that Congress and the com- 
missioners pay less attention to the 
federation and the council than to the 
individual associations. 

Mrs. Giles Scott. Rafter led the argu- 
ment in defense of the council, holding 
it to be a body of “specialists” as now 
constituted. She asserted it has not 
overstepped its duties, and that mem- 
bers of Congress respect the opinions 
of its members. It would be unwieldy, 
she said, if enlarged. A _ resolution 
adopted by the association at its last 
meeting defining the council’s powers 
and restricting its activities to advising 
the commissioners and answering ques- 
tions submitted by Congress has been 
referred to the various associations. 

Last night’s debate followed an ad- 
dress by a former member of the 
council, W. I. Swanton, who outlined 
the past policies of the body.’

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NEGRO 15 URGED TO AIM 
FOR CREATIVE CULTURE 


Dr. Johnson at Fisk Meeting 
Tells What Colored Institu- 
tions Should Mean. 


WILBUR AND NEW TALK 


“Negro institutions of learning never 
will/mean what they ought to mean to 
the: negro until he, himself, becomes a 
responsible participant in creative ef- 
forts for the upbuilding of American 
culture,” Dr. Mordecai W. Johnson, 
president of Howard university said 
last’ night at the Metropolitan African 
Methodist Episcopal church, at an edu- 
cational mass meeting in interest of 
Fisk -ur..versitv, of Nashville. The meet- 
ing was also addressed br the GetCre- 
tary of the Navy, Curtis D. Wilbur, by 
Postmaster General Harry 8. New, Dr. 
Emmett J. Scott, of Howard university; 
Miss Nannie H. Burroughs, and Thomas 
Elsa Jones, recently elected president 
of Fisk. 3 


Dr. Jones explained that Fisk had 
been given $1,000,000 as as endowment 
two years ago, which was not available 
until $314,000 in debts had been can- 
celed. Of this amount, he said, the 
general education board would give 
$214,000 provided $100,000 could be 
raised among American negroes by 
July 1. Already negroes have sub- 
scribed $73,000, leaving %27,000 to be 
raised within two months. He made a 
special appeal for development of an 
institution in the South which could 
qualify to give the mastér’s degree re- 
quired of negro teachers in Southern 
high schools. 

Of 105 educational institutions for 
negroes recognized by the bureau of 
education, Postmaster General New 
called attention to a survey by the In- 
terior Department, which disclosed that 
73 were self-sustaining. He spoke of 
the negro’s aspiration for knowledge as 
@ cultural. sign worthy of fullest meas- 
ure of encouragement from all citi- 
zens, and emphasized his lack of sym- 
pathy with any man, a member of any 
organization, social, political or re- 
ligious that would deny to the negro 
advantages claimed for himself. 

A ripple of amusement was caused 
on Secretary Wilbur’s request for a 
song by the Fisk singers, ‘Michael, 
Han’ Down ’at Rope.” He was sur-

Miss Nannie Bur- 
roughs, speaking of preservation of in- 
tegrity of negro, folk music by Fisk 
singers through several generations, 
said the introduction of the negro to 
peoples of the world by this music has 
created. a debt which generations of 
negroes should repay in support of the 
Southern university. 

Numbers rendered by the Fisk quar- 
tet included “Steal Away to Jesus,” “Go 
Down, Moses,” and “In That Morning.”

Water Termed Highest in 
History; Man, Near Levee, 
Shot by Guard. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The. Red Cross dast night appealed 
for contributions to replace a fund of 
$25,000 which has been’ ardered set 
aside for Mississipp! — river flood suf- 
ferers. 

The greatest immediate need, the or- 
ganization said in announcing its ap- 
peal, is for housing and food. Reports 
to the Red Cross indicate at least 
25,000 persons already have fied their 


homes and must have both food and 
shelter for an indefinite period. 

“Since the floods began,” the appeal 
said, “Red Cross chapters in the small 
communities ‘in seven States on both 
sides of the Mississippi river for ap- 
proximately 600 miles of its length 
have been taking care of flood refugees 
as the main.and subsidiary levees have 
given away under the pressure of the 
waters. They have provided relief to 
the limit of their resources in person- 
nel and money and have had the finan- 
cial support of the national organiza- 
tion. 

“With new breaks in the levees daily, 
with additional refugees fleeing to the 
relief centers and in face of predictions 
that the worst of the flood conditions 
is yet to came, the national organiza- 
tion realizes that the need for relief 
work is rapidly exceeding the capacity 
of its smaller chapters and will handle 
it as a major disaster.” 


Hammer at Levees. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 18 (By A. P.). 
Heavy with the flood waters of two- 
fifths of the total area of continental 
United States, the Mississippi river and 
its tributaries hammered incessantly 
at the levees man has built to reclaim 
hundreds of square miles of fertile soil. 

Widespread distress and extensive 
ruin mark the places where the river 
has overcome its artificial bounds and 
laid claim to uncounted thousands of 
acres of land, in a flood said by the 
weather bureau to be the greatest in 
history. 

Spreading widely over Missouri, 
Arkansas and Mississippi, with lesser 
areas inundated in Illinois, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Louisiana, the fioor has 
driven and estimated 25,000 persons 
from their homes. 

Upward of a dozen lives have been 
lost in the unequal struggle of man 
against force. 

Most disheartening .to the refugees 
atop levees or in camps that dot the 
valley are the upward revisions of {'sod 
stages issued by the weather bureau. 
At Fort Smith, Ark., new rises were 
registered and official predictions said 
new floods probably would break all 
récords with a stage of 37 to 38 feet. 
The city faces a shortage of drinking 
water. Elsewhere in the State the 
Arkansas, White and St. Francis rivers 
have broken through in a.dozen places. 

“The levees are holding.” This word, 
coming from tired engineers along the 
main artery, has been insufficient as- 
surance to the residents behind the 
levees, and the women and children 
were moved to higher ground. 


Man Shot Near Levee. 


New Orleans, La., April 18 (By A. 
P.).—An army of several thousand men 
tonight continued their fight against 
the advancing Mississippi river in the 
delta or stood guard against possible 
attempts to ease the pressure on one 
side by dynamiting the other. 

Along a front from the more north- 
ern points in Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana to below New Orleans the work 
went on, while the river cut shallow 
gashes in new levees, brought a sand 
boll to the back of a levee or sent 
seepage bubbling up through sodden 
lowlands. 

One man was reported shot near 
Poydras last night by levee guards. 
Four men approached the levee in a 
skiff, the report said, and when they 
failed to respond to the guard’s chal- 
lenge they were fired upon. There 
was a scream and the boat moved 
away. Residents had been warned not 
to approach the levees after dark. 


Spanish Burn Towns 
To Punish the Moors 


Madrid, Spain, April 18 (By A. P). 
Spanish forces have taken the offensive 
against rebellious tribesmen in Morocco. 
Two columns, comprising infantry, cav- 
alry and mountain batteries and native 
troops are engaged in what is regarded 
as a punitive expedition. 

The columns, according to official dis- 
patches; have reached their objectives 
and set fire to the villages of Tham- 
guesdat, Bubendane, Outil and Tata- 
merin. 

The advance was between the Uarga 
and Guezar rivers in a mountainous re- 
gion. The dispatches do not mention 
any resistance.

Moscow, April 18 (By A. P.).—War 
may be “thrust on Russia by imperialist 
nations”; therefore, it behooves the 


soviet union “to prepare actively And 
meet the threat,” Premier Alexis Rykoff 
told the delegates to the all-union 
soviet convention, which opened here 
today. 

He expressed the opinion that “war 
may come this year or next year, but 
sooner or later, since jealousy on the 
part of the imperialists over Russia’s 
success of establishing a true socialist 
republic will impel them to provoke a 
conflict.” 

With regard to China, he asserted the 
policy of the powers appeared to him as 
a concerted effort to involve China in 
war with the soviet union. 

Bucharest, Roumania, April 18 (By 
A. P.).—Grave disorders throughout 
Southern Russia and the Ukraine are 
reported by refugees arriving at the 
Bessarabian frontier, who, in state- 
ments printed in the newspaper Adeve- 
rul, describe the situation as alarming.

When her distinguished friend wrote 
from England some time ago asking 
permission for a visit, it was said that 
Miss Perkins, who has been an invalid 
for some years, was so greatly excited 
that her condition became critical. It 
was feared the meeting which Mr. Mac- 
donald had made the most important 
incident of his plans, could not take 
place.

Detroit, April 18 (By A. P.).—Ses- 
sions of Aaron Sapiro’s $1,000,000 libel 
suit against Henry Ford were abandoned 
today because Senator James A. Reed, 
chief of Ford counsel, suffered an at- 
tack of indigestion.

Shanghai, China, April 18 (By A. P.). 
Formation of a government at Nan- 
king by Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek was re- 
ported today.

BOOK SAID TO REFUTE 


GOVERNOR’S ASSERTIONS 


Textbook Used in Parochial 
Schools Quoted as to 
Separation. 


New York, April 18 (By A. P.).—The 
éxchange of public letters by Gov. Al- 
fred E. Smith and Charles C. Marshall 
on the alleged clash of the principles 
of the Roman Catholic Church with 
the American Constitution halted to- 
Gay when Marshall replied to the gov- 
ernor and the latter’s secretary an- 
nounced that Gov. Smith would have 
mothing further to say. 

The governor’s reply, in which he 
said he knew of nothing in his faith 
that would interfere with his duties 
to the state, aroused interest, in re- 
ligious, civil and political circles 
throughout the country. Among & 
humber of prominent men who com- 
mented favorably on Gov. Smith’s re- 
ply were James M. Cox and John W. 

vis, former presidential candidates. 

Marshall, a lawyer and Episcopalian, 
focused his reply to Gov. Smith, a 
Catholic considered a likely presiden- 
tial candidate, on two chief points. One 
of these was the hope that Gov. Smith's 
“disclaimer” of an adherence to church 
dogma stronger than allegiance to 
state principles marked the beginning 


‘of a “change” that would bring the 


“polity of the Catholic Church into ac- 
cord with the modern state.” 


Textbook Is Cited. 


The other 2was a textbook used in 
parochial schools. This manual, from 
which he quoted, Marshall said he 
found what he considered a refutation 
of Gov. Smith’s contention that the 
church did not teach theories opposed 
to the dissociation of church and atate. 

Marshall emphasized that he accept- 
ed the governor’s “diasclaimer” of re- 
ligious principles that would interfere 
with the administration of office, but 
challenged the governor’s statement 
that such principles were not taught 
to others. To support his argument 
that such principles were being taught 
in parochial schools, Marshall quoted 
from the textbook “The Manual of 
Christian Doctrine,” published in 1926, 
under imprimatur of Cardinal Daugh- 
erty, of Philadelphia. 

Commenting on a quotation from 
this manual, in which the author, John 
Joseph McVey, stated that the church 
had the right to prescribe schism and 
heresy, Marshall said: 

“If you will insist that this teaching 
applies only to the ideal Roman Cath- 
olic state, may I ask why it is taught 
in the United States, which is not an 
ideal Roman Catholic state? If you say 
that it has only an ideal application, I 
ask then why is the instruction given 
in parochial schools? Is it not really 
instructions given in order to make the 
United States an ideal Roman Catholic 
state? You will say that every church 
is trying to convert the American peo- 
ple to its tenets. That may be true, 
but I know of no other church that 
accompanies the attempt with the 
teaching that its head has the right to 
annul any of the laws or acts of gov- 
ernment, or that its religion, being the 
only true religion, possesses natural 
rights, and therefore is entitled to legal 
rights which are in theory denied to 
every other religion as rights. 


Held by Others, He Says. 


“I know of no other church that ac- 
companies such teaching with the as- 
gertion that the religion of Christ is 
divinely and exclusively lodged in a 
political sovereignty extraterritorial and 
foreign to every state, and yet claim- 
ing jurisdiction over morals in all 
states. I know of no other church that 
accompanies its teaching with the claim 


__ that its head is the vicar of Christ, and, 


tO quote the words of Pope Leo XIII, 
‘Hold upon this earth the place of God 
A* sighty.’ 

“The aggregate of this doctrine and 
teaching, spreading among the 20,000,- 
000 of people and their children, segre- 
gated tn the Roman Catholic Church, 
can not help but engender those con- 
ceptions which in the opening para- 
graph of my open letter I said your fel- 
low citizens considered irreconcilable 
with our constitutional principles. I 
understand you to say that you dis- 
claim them, and 1 accept your dis- 
claimer, but I submit that you are 
wholly wrong in your statement that 
these convictions are not held by other 
American Catholics. I submit they are 
the universal, organized and constant 
Church.” 
teaching of the Roman Catholic 

“My question,” said Marshall, “is as 
to the reconcilability of the status and 
claims of a church-institution with 
American constitutional principles— 
and you say that I impute disloyalty. 

“If you are right, the public in this 
country must refrain from discussing 
the polity of the Roman Catholic 
Church, for to discuss it is to impute 
disloyalty; and now disloyalty involves 
the intent to be disloyal. I have sug- 
gested no such thing. I do not charge 
that the teaching in the manual of 
Christian doctrine is disloyal in the 
sense in which you use that word, but 
I do say it is dangerous and pernicious 
and one against which citizens other 
than Roman Catholics have a right to 
protest and to act. 

“All that I say is directed against 
the polity of the church, and has no 
reference to its religion. * * ®* 

“You can not have two perfect sov- 
ereignties in one territory without the 
conflict of jurisdiction always immi- 
nent. The Roman Catholic Church in 
the theory of the two powers has 
sought by every careful word to de- 
limit the jurisdiction of each, and the 
defining has been a failure all along 
the course of history. 

“You speak of the freedom of con- 
science, and by your disclaimer you 
Own its possession for yourself, but 
many have not your mental dexterity 
or your moral courage, and among the 
millions without those gifts the plight 
of conscience is a serious problem when 
behind it is one who speaks, in their 
belief, with the voice of God, and be- 
for them is the terror of excommuni- 
cation. 

“There can be no possible analysi 
between the human conscience molded 
in the school of manual of Christian 
‘doctrine and the conscience molded in 
that school of liberalism which the 
manual describes as founded on liberty 
of conscience and of worship, on lib- 

tty of speech and of the press.”

Manual Not Widely Used, 
Says the Rev. F. P. Dafty 


New York, Apri] 18 (By A. P.).—The 
Rev. Francis P. Duffy tonight said that 
the book, manual of Christian doctrine, 
from which Charles C. Marshall quoted 
today in his review of Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith’s answer in the church and state 
controversy, was the work of a layman 
and has only limited use in American 
Catholic schools. 

“The book from which Mr. Marshall 
quotes,” said Father Duffy, “was written 
by a French Christian brother, not a 
priest. It is used in advanced work in 
the schools conducted by the Christian 
brothers, a laymen’s order. 

“Mr. Marshall's fear that it has been 
a doctrine taught to the children of 
20,000,000 citizens is groundless. 

“The archbishop’s imprimatur implies 
no commendation, it merely is a sign 
that the work contains no formal 
heresy.” 

Gov. Smith wrote the whole reply 
to Mr. Marshall, the Father Duffy, 
wartime chaplain of the 165th regi- 
ment, said. 

Gov. Smith had given credit to the 
Father Duffy for answers to theological 
questions contained in the letter, but 
the latter said all he had done to aid 
the governor was to supply answers to 
his questions. 

“No one who helped the governor felt 
he was writing the letter,” Duffy said. 
“He selected a few of his friends to 
help with the material. That is all. 
All public men adopt this course, We 
were all college graduates, but no one 
thought he could write a letter which 
would have the sincerity and direct- 
ness of a letter by Al Smith. 

“If I had a fraction of his ability, I 
would be at least a cardinal.” 


Religion Not Bar to Smith, 
Burleson and Gregory Say 


Austin, Tex., April 18 (By A. P.).— 
Two members of President Wilson’s 
cabinet issued statements here today 
declaring Gov. Al Smith’s religious 
convictions do not stand in the way 
of his candidacy for the Presidency. 
They were Albert Sidney Burleson, 
former Postmaster General, and 
Thomas W. Gregory, former Attorney 
General. 

Gov. Dan Moody, of Texas, asserted 
his belief that Gov. Smith's “attitude 
on the prohibition question is a 
greater handicap to him than the re- 
ligious issue.” 

United States Senator Earle B. May- 
field declared the platform is the 
main item in the presidential situation 
and said he did not desire to be 
drawn “into this controversy” concern- 
ing the religious phase. 

Mr. Burleson, who recently expressed 
the opinion that Smith could carry the 
South, saw in the New York execu- 
tive’s declaration concerning the sep- 
aration of the church and the state 
“enough to put a quietus on the re- 
ligious intolerance opposing Smith be- 
cause of his Roman Catholic connec- 
tions.” 

Mr. Gregory said he would rather see 
a “Catholic Democrat in the presiden- 
tial chair than a Protestant Republi- 
can.” He added that he was a Protes- 
tant and a prohibitionist and would not 
Support a candidate opposed to en- 
forcement of the law, “but I fully rec- 
ognize the right of any man to advo- 
cate a change in the law.”

it might either have no effect or be of 
harm. 


The consensus appeared to be that 
the Smith letter had these obvious 
merits: 

First—The power of the creed which 
Gov. Smith incorporated into his reply 
to Mr. Marshall. It standing either by. 
itself or as a part of the letter was 
generally acknowledged to be the high 
spot of the declaration, of exceptional 
merit because it not only expressed once 
and for all the belief of Gov. Smith on 
the question of the church and the 
state, but did so in such a pithy and 
emphatic manner that it may be car- 
ried to every person in the United 
States with but little effort. 

Second—The position taken by Gov. 
Smith was believed by a good many 
persons to be of such a character that 
the letter could be used with consid- 
erable success in preventing the spread 
of any antireligious movement directed 
against Smith personally. It was con- 
tended that his statement of fact 
should serve as an answer to any appeal 
designed to attract those in whom in- 
tolerance was not the guiding motive. 

Third—The letter was seen as a con- 
vincing argument to be used among in- 
telligent citizens, who might prior to its 
publication to have been occupying a 
middle of the road position, not vio- 
lently prejudiced against Gov. Smith 
because he is a Catholic, but not en- 
tirely convinced that he could separate 
church and state in the conduct of 
public affairs. 

There were in contrast to these 
points which appear to favor Smith 
others that were suggested with not the 
same bright lining. They were:

Committee Seeking Pennsyl- 
vania Ballots Given Five 
Days to File Brief. 
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EXISTENT UNTIL NEXT 
CONGRESS, KING SAYS 


Any Member Entitled to Bring 
Action for U. S., Senator 
Declares. 


Philadelphia, April 18 (By A. P.).— 
The question whether the Senate spe- 
cial committee investigating the elec- 
tion contest brought by William B. 
Wilson, Democrat, against Senator- 
elect William 8S. Vare, Republican, is 
still legally in existence was argued in 
the United States district court today. 


A decision will not be forthcoming 
for more than ten days, as Judge J. 
Whitaker Thompson, who heard the 
case, allowed the committee five days 
to file a brief and granted another five 
days for the filing of an answer. 

The question came before the court 
on the petition of the committee for 
an order demanding that Delaware 
county authorities in possession of the 
ballot boxes containing the ballots cast 
at the senatorial election last Novem- 
ber turn them over to the committee. 

The defendants in the case filed an 
answer denying the right of the com- 
mittee to demand the ballots and 
other records on the ground that the 
committee does not legally exist, Con- 
gress having failed to pass a resolution 
to continue it. They also questioned 
the jurisdiction of the court. 


King, La Follette Active. 


While Jerry C. South, special repre- 
sentative of the committee, appeared 
before the court as its accredited attor- 
ney, Senator William H. King, of Utah, 
who was accompanied by Senator Rob- 
ert M. La Follette, both members of 
the committee, took a leading part in 
the argument. 

Senator King fought every contention 
that the committee was legally non- 
existant. When the point was made by 
counsel for the Delaware county offi- 
cials that Mr. South had no legal stand- 
ing because the committee had no au- 
thority to ask for the ballots, Senator 
King said the point was not controlling. 

“If it should be held that the com- 
mittee had no right to designate Mr. 
South or any other agent, the commit- 
tee itself is here through Senator La 
Follette and myself to make a demand 
in person for these ballot boxes and 
other paraphernalia,” said Senator 
King. , 

Senator King said he thought the 
only questions were whether the Senate 
was a continuing body and whether the 
authority of the special committee ter- 
minated at the end of the last Congress. 


Held Continuing Body. 


“IT have no doubt on both of these 
points,” he said, “The great legal lights 
of the Senate in the past from Henry 
Clay down are united in the opinion 
that the Senate is a continuing body. 

“This committee was entrusted with 
the preservation of these ballots until 
such time as the new Senate meets 
next December. How could we carry 
out the resolution and preserve the bal- 
lots unless we continue legally to ex- 
ist?” 

Senator King argued that every mem- 
ber of the Senate is an officer of the 
United States and therefore entitled to 
bring action in the Federal courts on 
behalf of the United States govern- 
ment. . 

The Senate special committee already 
has the ballot boxes and other election 
records from Philadelphia and Alle- 
gheny counties and later will seek to 
impound those in Schuylkill, Luzerne 
and Lackawanna counties. 


religion was so sharply raised in the 
Democratic convention of 1924 that it 
is not now possible to close the breach 
that was caused then, and that even 
the lapse of three years has not served 
to change the minds of those who 
arrayed themselves definitely on one 
side or the other at that time. The 
contention was, therefore, that the let- 
ter is addressed only to those who are 
already convinced one way or the 
other. 


Discount Effect Declaration. 


Second—The effect of the declara- 
tion was discounted as of any great 
use among those bound by religious 
prejudice. Doubt was advanced wheth- 
er, even if it should be carefully read, 
the letter would serve to change the 
opinion of those who had convinced 
themselves that the elevation of a 
Catholic to the Presidency would do 
harm to the country. 

Third—The belief was expressed that 
the very publication of the Smith let- 
ter would be taken by the intolerant 
opponents of Catholicism as an indica- 
tion that Gov. Smith and his followers 
were intent upon capturing the Presi- 
dency and cause them to renew at once 
their efforts to arouse opposition to 
any such thing taking place. 

Fourth—A weakness was seen in the 
fact that Gov. Smith made his answer 
a year and two months prior to the 
meeting of the Democratic national 
convention. It was taken for granted 
from the fact that a reply was made at 
all that Gov. Smith and his advisors 
believed it the best thing to do, but 
the wisdom 6f allowing such a stretch 
of time for it to be turned and twisted 
against the New York chief executive 
was questioned. 


Smith May Gain or Lose. 


These contrasting viewpoints, weighed 
one against the other, did not lend 
themselves in the minds of the speak- 
ers or their hearers to a definite deter- 
mination of what the political result 
to be expected from the letter may be. 
What Gov. Smith may gain or lose will 
have to be determined, it was g-:ner- 
ally agreed, by the way in which the 
letter is absorbed by individual citizens, 
and they alone can give that answer. 

Only Senator J. Thomas Heflin, of 
Alabama, was in disagreement in the 
public statements which were made ~n 
the letter. He found it “evasive and 
unconvincing,” while other public com- 
ment was generally favorable. 

Senators William E. Borah, of Idaho, 
and George W. Norris, of Nebraska, con- 
tented themselves with the publication 
observation that it was “a fine letter.” 

“It may prove to be an epochal doc- 
ument,” said Senator Charles Curtis, of 
Kansas. 

In a telegram which Senator Thomas 
J. Walsh, of Montana, sent to Gov, 
Smith, he said: 

“Congratulations on your letter in 
reply to the questions of Mr. Marshall, 
It forms a perfect and complete an- 
swer. You have rendered no less a 
service to the nation than to your co- 
religionists.” 

“Gov. Smith’s statement is evasive 
and unconvincing,” said Senator Heflin 
in the course of a statement in which 
he differed on doctrinal points with 
Gov. Smith. “It is in some of the es- 
sential questions raised by Mr. Marshall 
in direct contradiction to the teachings 
of many of the Popes and the priests 
of the Roman Catholic Church. It was 
intended, of course, to make a favor- 
able impression for Gov. Smith on non- 
Catholic citizens,”. 
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Prospect for Defeating Walsh 
Held Excellent in Presi- 
dential Year. 


SILENCE NOW INTENSE; 
MAY SMOKE HIM OUT 


Seven Members of Congress 
Would Like to Be Candidates, 
Including Mrs. Rogers. 


The silence of William M. Butler, 
chairman of the Republican national 
committee, relative to the Massachu- 
setts senatorship is becoming as in- 
tense, prolonged and embarrassing as 
the great silence maintained by the 
present occupant of the White House 
with respect to a “third term.” 

The silence of President Coolidge 
presents a ‘delicate problem to at least 
three men, whose presidential ambi- 
tions are just beneath the surface of 
the body politic, but the taciturnity 
of Butler is an annoyance to at least 
half a dozen residents of the Bay 
State, who are willing and anxious to 
acquire the Republican nomination 
for the seat which Senator David I. 
Walsh, Democrat, now holds. 

Not even Mr. Butler’s closest ac- 
quaintances deny that he would like to 
return to the body from which he was 
evicted last fall, and that he is giving 
deep and detailed consideration to his 
possible candidacy. 


Same Choice As In 1926. 


The .convictions of many persons 
familiar with Mr. Butler’s ambitions 
and conditions in Massachusetts is that 
he will run and present to the voters 
of Massachusetts the same choice that 
they were given in 1926. This estimate 
is based on the fact that next year the 
probabilities are that Senator Walsh 
will not enjoy all of the Diessings which 
aided him when he overthrew the 
President’s close friend last November. 

It is true that the chairman of the 
Republican national committee was de- 
feated despite a letter of support writ- 
ten by the President, and the added 
stimulus of the journey which the chief 
executive and Mrs. Coolidge made to 
Northampton to vote. 

On the face of things it might seem, 
then, that the victory by a margin of 
54,000 scored by Senator Walsh could 
easily be repeated, but the attendant 
circumstances of the 1928 election will 
be even more favorable for Butler than 
they were in 1926. 

The fact that the contest will fall in 
an election year will of itself serve 
to bring out many Republican vot- 
ers who are of the conviction that 
they- have done their duty if they vote 
once in four years. If President Cool- 
idge is once more at the head of the 
ticket, the quadrennial turnout in the 
rural districts will be certain to come 
in full force and the votes that the 
President polis for himself and his 
friend might easily serve to wipe out 
the margin by which Senator Walsh 
was last the victor. 


Others Are Aspirants. 


These favorable verities, which occu- 
py the reflections of Butler are, how- 
ever, stirring the minds of a number 
of other figures in Massachusetts life, 
and if the national chairman does not 
reach a decision soon an effort un- 
doubtedly will be made to “smoke him 
out” so that those with similar ambi- 
tions may lay their plans for the com- 
ing campaign. 

Seven members of the Massachusetts 
delegation in the House are in a re- 
ceptive mood as far as the senatorship 
is concerned, and in this number must 
be included the name of one woman, 
Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers, whose boom 
for the place was launched some montNs 
ago, and created considerable stir in 
Bay State political circles. 

In addition to Mrs. Rogers there are 
the following representatives, any and 
all of whom would be willing to take 
the promotion which removal from the 
House to the Senate implies: C. L. 
Underhill, Robert Luce, Allen T. Tread- 
way, A. Piatt Andrew, Louis Frothing- 
ham and George Stobbs. 

The most active candidates probably 
would be Underhifl and Luce. The 
former may, in fact, become a candi- 
date in the primary even if Butler 
should decide to try and reclaim the 
seat which he so recently lost. 


Gov. Fuller Mentioned. 


If Butler should decide, however, to 
retire from politics, several of those 
named are almost certain to enter the 
primary, insuring one of the most ac- 
tive and spirited campaigns that 
Massachusetts has witnessed in several 
years. 

Curiously enough the list of Con- 
gressional aspirants almost completes 
the roll of those who are mentioned at 
the moment in connection with the 
senatorial race. There are only two 
other persons who have been suggest- 
ed as possibilities. 

One is B. Loring Young, former 
speaker of the Massachusetts House, 
and one of the strong figures in Bay 
State Republican circles today, and the 
other is Gov. Alvin T. Fuller. The lat- 
ter would, it seems generally agreed, 
be not only one of the strongest but 
one of the best men that could be 
chosen to make the race against 
Senator Walsh, were it not for the fact 
that the State chief executive has an- 
nounced more than once that he in- 
tends to leave public life at the con- 
clusion of his present term. So far 
there has been no indication that he 
could be persuaded to change his 
mind. 

The prospect, therefore, is that the 
Republican candidate will be Butler, if 
he wants to make the race. If not, a 
free for all with members of the House

STIMSON. AND DIAZ TALK 


Managua, Nicaragua, April 18 (By A. 
P.).—Rear .Admiral Julian Latimer, 
commander of the American naval 
forces in Nicaraguan waters, today or- 
dered the inland city of Matagalpa 
made a neutral zone. 


Fighting within 2,000 yards of the 
boundary of the zone and the presence 
of armed troops within the area are 
forbidden. 

Admiral Latimer’s action was the re- 
sult of the threat of fighting in Mata- 
galpa, the liberals having appeared to 
attack the city and the conservatives 
having concentrated on the borders 
outside the city to meet the at- 
tack. The liberal force in the vicinity 
of Matagalpa is believed to be a de- 
tachment under Gen. Sandoval which 
escaped the conservative encircling 
movement of recent weeks.

Henry L. Stimson, former Secretary 
of War, who arrived here yesterday on a 
mission from. President Coolidge to 
study the true state of affairs in 
Nicaragua, conferred today with Presi- 
dent Adolfo Diaz, the conservative 
executive, but did not make public the 
purpose of his visit nor the result. 

Mr. Stimson, who arrived in Corinto 
yesterday morning on the cruiser Tren- 
ton, told a correspondent for the As- 
sociated Press that he planned to study 
the entire situation from an impartial 
standpoint and to listen to expressions 
and suggestions from.any responsible 
persons, whether members of the liberal 
or conservative factions, 

If Dr. Juan Sacassa. the liberal presi- 
dent, or Gen. Moncada, the chief lib- 
eral commander, desired to communi- 
cate or visit him, Mr. Stimson said that 
he was ready to receive them, but that 
he was not suggesting such a step.

Government Contention Disputed. 

Counsel for Senator Couzens and 
the other petitioners, took issue with 
the government’s contention that the 
$9,489 Roper valuation was grossly ex- 
cessive. They also maintained that 
commissioner Roper’s action did not 
bind the government to use of that 
figure. as basis for computing the 
gains of such stockholders as might 
sell their holdings, as was maintained 
in the government brief. 

“The facts in this. record overwhelm- 
ingly establish that the Roper valua- 
tion of $9,489.34 was an extremely con- 
servative valuation and that the com- 
missioner had ample grounds tpon 
which, in the proper exercise of admin- 
istrative discretion, he might have. 
found a value up to $12,500 per share 
as of March 1, 1913,” the petitioners’ 
brief declared. 

No presumption arises in favor of a 
valuation placed by the present com- 
missioner, it. was asserted, and since 
both he and his predecessor had ap- 
proved the figure set by Commission- 
er Roper, it can not be now questioned. 


Fight Reopening of Case. 


Inasmuch as the latter valuation is 
presumptively correct, having been so 
recognized, and there was no evidence 
introduced at the hearing of gross er- 
ror, the board is asked to regard re- 
opening the question as in conflict with 
Treasury orders which render it a 
closed question. 

The Roper valuation was held to be 
not subject to review “in the absence 
of fraud or error in mathematical cal- 
culations or of substantial new evi- 
dence.” The statute of limitations was 
urged as a bar to imposition of addi- 
tional taxes through the.lack of any 
action within the statutory period. 

Assessment of the additional taxes 
was attacked as “an abuse of discretion 
and an act of caprice” made without a 
bona fide effort to ascertain or fix any 
deficiency in tax. 


30 Million to Aid 
Panama Canal Asked 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Appropriation of $50,000,000 for con- 
struction of additional facilities at the 
Panama canal was urged on President 
Coolidge yesterday by Chairman Mad- 
den of the House appropriations com- 
mittee. 

Representative Madden, who took 
part in the negotiations for construc- 
tion of the canal, said he told the Pres- 
ident that if triplicate ‘locks were in- 
stalled there the proposed Nicaraguan 
canal would not be necessary for years 
to come. The canal now has duplicate 
locks. Before he takes any steps for 
making the appropriation, Chairman 
Madden said he would await a report 
from army engineers on the necessity 
and feasibility of the plan.

j Boston, April 18 (By A. P.).—Pro- 
_ tests on awarding the construction of 
_ scout cruisers to navy yards on the 
| West coast were made to Secretary 
Wilbur, of the Navy Department, by 
Joseph W. Powell, chairman of the 
Maritime Association of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, in a communi- 
cation announced today. 

“If the newspaper report is correct, 
that one of these cruisers has been 
awarded to the Bremerton navy yard 
and one to the Mare Island navy yard,” 
Powell said, “it seems to me that we 
are entitled to ask you for some fur- 
ther explanation of your action which 
your letter states was to be based on 
the best interests of the government. 

“My knowledge of shipyard and navy 
yard costs and of navy yard estimates 
and private yard proposals gained from 
a life in the industry, with which, how- 
ever, I have now no longer any connec- 
tion, justifies my unqualified belief 
that in the award of two of these ves- 
sels to navy yards the taxpayers of the 
United States have lost not less than 
$6,000,000. This is the minimum sum 
by which the cost of these vessels when 
built in navy yards, will exceed the 
firm bid prices by private shipyards.” 

Powell added that “this reported ac- 
tion fails to extend to private ship- 
builders available government support 
at a time when this industry is, unit 
by unit, passing out of existence by 
way of bankruptcy or dissolution,” and 
asked if it were not reasonable to “feel 
that political considerations and not 
the best interests of the government 
have been the factor which has con-

Railroad Co. and also a director in four 
of the Wheeling’s subsidiary corpora- 
tions. 

It was necessary for President Crow- 
ley in his application to enumerate the 
102 separate railroad corporations of 
which he now is a director. Most of 
them are components of the New York 
Central system. Under the law a di- 
rector of one railroad must obtain spe- 
cific permission from the commerce 
commission before going on the board 
of another road, The New York Cen- 
tral recently purchased a one-sixth in- 
terest in the Wheeling & Lake Erie 
common stock. 


Cathedral at Rheims 
Restored; Open Soon 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Rheims, April 18—Completely re- 
stored, as far as the twentieth century 
can recreate the handiwork of the 
thirteenth, Rheims Cathedral will be 


turned over to the Catholic Church on 
Ascension day, May 26, for a solemn 
high mass, with Cardinal Lucon, one 
of the greatest of France’s war time 
prelates, officiating. 

Millions of francs from the French 
treasury and millions in foreign con- 
tributions were poured into the restora- 
tion of the most exquisite of all Gothic 
edifices, where the kings of France once 
were crowned—one by Joan of Arc— 
and whose traceries were ravaged by 
German shells. Representatives of 
John D. Rockefeller. who gave $1,000,- 
000 for the cathedrals of Versailles, 
Rheims and Fontainebleu, and the 
Danish and British committee, which 
also helped, will be present. 


Heir Loses $250,000 
By Contesting Will 


Salem, Mass., April 18 (By A. P.).— 
The University of California was 
awarded $250,000 under the will of the 
late Edward F. Searles, Methuen mil- 


lionaire recluse, through the finding of 
Judge Harry R. Dow that Victor A. 
Searles, a nephew, had forfeited his 
claim to the bequest by contesting the 
will. It was indicated that the de- 
cision would be appealed to the su- 
preme court. 

Arthur T. Walker, executor and chief 
beneficiary of the will, had asked for 
a ruling of'the probate court. The will 
contained a clause declaring that in 
event of contest by any heir their be- 
quest would go to the University of 
California. 


Autos to Be Seized 
For Unpaid Taxes

mobiles and other personal property on 
which owners have not paid personal 
property tax.

Miss Boardman urged the D. A. R. 
delegates to work for the American Red 
Cross as a means of national prepared- 
ness and told of the work of that or- 
ganization throughout the country. In 
his brief greeting Dr. Rowe congratu- 
lated the society on its national service 
in emphasizing the duties of patriotism 
as well as its rights. 

“You are bringing home to the 
younger generation,” he said, “the out- 
standing fact that the great power and 
far-reaching influence exercised by our 
country carry with them heavy respon- 
sibilities and obligations. 


Harpists Give Program. 


One of the features of the evening 
session was the Dorothy Johnston- 
Baseler Harp Ensemble, of Phila- 
delphia, consisting of nine women 
harpists. 

The audience received Baron de Car- 
tier with an ovation when he was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Alfred J. Brosseau, 
president general, who presided over 
the session. Baron de Cartier express- 
ed the good will of the diplomatic corps 
toward the society and told how he had 
become affiliated with many American 
organizations since coming to the 
United States, and claimed affiliation, 
through Baroness de Cartjer, with the 
D. A. R., and termed hi elf a “son- 
in-law of the Americar/ Revolution, 
as it were, because his wiffe’s ancestors 
took part in the Boston tea party and 
fought in the revolution and was sec- 
retary of one of the New York chap- 
ters. 

“Although my own direct ancestors,” 
said the Ambassador, “did not have the 
honor of being comrades in arms with 
your forefathers, many of my fellow 
countrymen had a part both in the 
early settlement of your colonies and 
in the revolution which led to the 
founding of your great nation.” 

The Ambassador called attention to 
the fact that Mercator, who made the 
early maps of the New World, was a Bel- 
gian, and it wason one of his maps made 
in 1541 that the name “America” ap- 
peared the first time. He claimed that 
Lord Calvert, settler of Maryland, was 
of Belgian descent, his branch of the 
family having emigrated to England 
from Wervicq in Flanders, the ancient 
seat of the Calverts. 

The audience applauded when the 
Ambassador, speaking with proud em- 
phasis, said: 

“Moreover we can make the proud 
boast that your great founder, the in- 
comparable leader of the American 
Revolution, George Washington, had 
Belgian blood in his veins, because one 
of his ancestors was Nicholas Martiau, 
a Belgian from our Walloon provinces, 
who came to Virginia about 1623. 


Belgian Relative of Washington. 


“Martiau was a man of influence in 
colonial affairs and took an important 
part in maintaining the rights of the 
colonies to self-government. One of 
his estates was a ‘arge plantation in 
Virginia on which the battle of York- 
town eventually was fought. His great- 
granddaughter married Lawrence Wash- 
ington, the grandfather of George Wash- 
ington. Hence, this Belgian, capt. 
Nicholas Martiau, was the great-great- 
grandfather of the father of your 
country. 

“As far as I am aware,” continued 
the Ambassador, “no historian has 
made special research concerning the 
men and women of Belgian birth or of 
Belgian descent who took part in the 
American revolution. There must have 
been a goodly number. We have the 
records of' some Belgian officers who 
accompanied Marquis de Lafayette— 
among them Charles De Pauw, of 
Ghent, whose granc:on afterward 
founded De Pauw university in Indi- 
ana.” 

The Ambassador, in closing, called at- 
tention to the fact that the Belgians 
are a liberty-loving people and the 
ideals of America are dear to their 
hearts. He paid a high tribute to the 
women of the revolution also. 

The benediction was pronounced by 
Dean Bratenahl, and the congress ad- 
journed to meet again at 10 a. m. this 
morning. : 

The keynote of national defense and 
the cgmbating of subversive influences, 
which was struck by Mrs. Brosseau in 
her annual address, was maintained .1 
other statements she made throughout 
the day. In her address, which was 
the center of interest in the morning 
Session, Mrs. Brosseau also appealed 
to American women to take renewed 
interest in social and political prob- 
lems of the day. 

As official spokesman for the D. A. R., 
representing 160,000 members, she 
urged loyalty to the President, the 
government and its institutions. 
Through its president general the D. 
A. R. came out squarely for voluntary 
military training, Mrs. Brosseau de- 
claring the citizens’ military training 
camps were the best medium for the 
development of the youth of the land. 


Ovations for Mrs, Brosseau. 


A series of ovations were accorded 
Mrs. Brosseau at the conclusion of her 
address and on motion of Mrs. Flora 
Gillentine, State regent of Tennessee, 
it was decided to print Mrs. Brosseau’s 
address in pamphlet form’ and distri- 
bute it among members of the organi- 
zation. 

From the moment the thirty-sixth 
Continental congress opened in the 
morning with a picturesque procession 
of flag bearers, pages and national offi- 
cers to a special march played on the 
great organ of the new auditorium by 

. M. Ashton, a demonstration of 
patriotic service and call to national 
defense was given. Every speaker 
stressed the need of 100 per cent. Amer- 
icanism, the combating of sovietism 
and socialism and the proper rearing of 
the youth of the county in the ideals 
on which the republic was founded. 

In his greeting Commissioner Proc- 
tor L. Dougherty urged the delegates 
to take an individual interest in the 
Nation's Capital as a patriotic duty and 
declared Washington now constitutes a 
metropolitan area of nearly 650,000 
persons. The commissioner also paid tri- 
bute to the members of the congress 
and told of congressional cooperation 
he had received since becoming a mem- 
ber of the Distri-s board of commis- 
sioners., 

That the interest shown by the D. 
A. R. in the work of the Department

Libbey, president of the Sons of the 
Revolution, and Maj. J. G. Sims, na- 
tional vice commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion.

Reports From Officers. 


At the afternoon session reports from 
the national officers of the D. A. R. 
were heard. Miss Margaret M. Bar- 
nett, chairman of the credentials com- 
mittee, brought in a report in which 
it was set forth that there are 2,231 
chapters of the national society with 
a voting strength possible in the pres- 
ent congress of 3,455 delegates. Up to 
the close of the afternoon session 
nearly 1,500 voters and alternates had 
been registered by the hard working 
officials of the credentials committee 
with more arriving every hour on spe- 
cial trains and in State groups. 

At the roll call of States, which 
opened the afternoon session, Mrs. 
James H. Willey, State regent of the 
District of Columbia, reported that 
there is a voting strength in the con- 
gress of 95 delegates from the city of 
Washington. New York is the banner 
State with 196 votes, while other large 
State groups include Ohio with 99 
votes, West Virginia with 120, Illinois 
88, Massachusetts 122, while Maryland 
has sent 40 delegates and far away 
California 44. 

The bureau of education has asked 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution to assist in the survey of adult 
illiteracy now in progress by that bu- 
reau of the Department of the Inter- 
ior, said Mrs. Alfred Brosseau in her 
annual report as chairman of the na- 
tional board of management.

leaving a balance on hand March 31 of 
$86,504.81. 

More than $45,000 was expended for 
patriotic education purposes. Of the 
amounts received for patriotic educa- 
tion work, $1,746.10 was donated by 
the D. A.R in the District of Columbia. 

For work among immigrant women 
at Ellis island, N. Y., and at Angel 
island, Calif., there was disbursed 
$7,373.62, and $33,998.30 was spent for 
the publication of “The Immigrant’s 
Manual.”

BARON TANAKA HEADS 
NEW TOKYO CABINET 


Hopes of Averting a Money 
Crisis in Japan Revived 
at Capital. 


Tokyo, April 18 (By A. P.).—Baron 
Tanaka, head of the Seiyukai party, has 
accepted the post of premier to succeed 
Premier Wakasuki resigned. 

Hopes for averting a financial crisis 
in Japan are seen in the decision of the 
leading banks to provide temporary 
assistance to various,embarrassed banks. 
The Wakasuki ministry resigned because 
of the privy council’s rejection of the 
government’s decision to give substan- 
tial aid to the bank of Taiwan, known 
also as the bank of Formosa. 

The Japanese news agency Rengo was 
reliably informed today that the bank 
of Japan is sending 20,000,000 to 30,- 
000,000 yen in ‘convertible notes to the 
main office of the bank of Taiwan at 
Taefeh, Formosa. 

For several weeks there has been un- 
easiness among banks in Tokyo and 
other cities. Nine banks were closed in 
recent weeks and a temporary suspen- 
sion of the great importing and export- 
ing firm of Suzuki & Co, brought re- 
newed apprehension, particularly when 
it was reported that the bank of Tai- 
wan was one of the principal creditors 
of the company.

HENDERSON. SEAPLANE 
RECORD I$ APPROVED 


Anacostia Naval Flier Climb- 
ed 22,178 Feet, Bureau of 
Standards Reports. 


An altitude record for seaplanes 
carrying a useful load of 1,102.31 
pounds, was broken by Lieut. George 
R. Henderson, naval aviator, at Ana- 
costia naval air station Thursday, a 
bureau of standards report on calibra- 
tion of the plane’s barograph showed 
yesterday, the process revealing the 
plane had ascended to 22,178 feet. 

The old record, which will hold until 
the Federation Aeronautique Interna- 
tionale recognizes Lieut. Henderson’s 
record, is 20,200 feet, made by A. Passa- 
leva, Italian aviator, December 23, 1926. 

Porter Adams, president, National 
Aeronautic association, who served as 
an official observer of Lieut. Hender- 
son’s ascent, said the figure had been 
recognized as an American record, and 
that the report of the bureau of stand- 
ards would be forwarded to the fed- 
eration headquarters at Paris for in- 
corporation as a world’s record.

-A TIME FOR CAUTION. 


. Confusion in China, caused by the 
struggle between the reds and moderates 
in the Kuomintang party, and the resig- 
nation of the Japanese cabinet are factors 
which will probably delay the dispatch 
of notes from the treaty powers to the 
Cantonese government. That notes will 
be forthcoming is taken for granted, and 
it is already suggested by Americans in 
China that the United States should not 
hesitate to join the powers in issuing an 
‘ultimatum to the Cantonese. 

Undoubtedly the preponderance of ad- 
vice from Americans in the Orient is in 
favor of “joint action” with the European 
powers and Japan. From Shanghai, par- 
ticularly, the messages from Americans 
are persistent and emphatic, and Ameri- 
cans at that port are eagerly cooperating 
with Europeans and Japanese in trying 
to bring about a policy of joint coercion 
and force in dealing with the Cantonese. 

The United States government. will 
face a difficult problem when the time 
comes to decide upon the nature of the 
communication to be forwarded to the 
Cantonese government. The first note 
carried no threat of reprisal, and it was 
stated that the absence of any mention 
‘of “sanctions” was due to the insistence 
of the United States. Now that the 
‘Cantonese government has denied respon- 
‘sibility for the Nanking outrages, in the 
face of evidence regarded by the treaty 
*powers as absolute proof of guilt on the 
‘part of Cantonese commanders and 
_troops, what is the attitude of the United 
‘States to be? Will it join with the other 
powers in sending an ultimatum, and pre- 
pare for execution of drastic reprisals in 
case the Cantonese refuse to comply with 
the joint demand? Or will it refrain 
from committing itself to possible forci- 
“ble measures against the Chinese? 

1 the Nanking incident were the only 

szutter mvolved, and if the proof of 
Cantonese guilt were conclusive, it might 
-perhaps be advisable for the United 
States to jain the other powers in en- 
forcing the collection of indemnity and 
in compelling the Chinese to give guar- 
antees against further outrages. But 
the Nanking affair is only a small episode 
im a gigantic convulsion in which the 
peace of the world is endangered. China 
is not only unable to maintain order for 
the time being but is determined to 
throw off foreign interference. For- 
eigners are in double danger. They are 
not only subject to the accidents that al- 
ways befall innocent bystanders, but 
they are the only targets at which the 
Chinese ' can aim the missiles intended to 
reach foreign governments. 

The United States has no cause of war 
against China. The Nanking outrages, 
which included the murder of an Ameri- 
ean citizen, do not warrant a course of 
action that would commit the United 
States to join other powers in using mili- 
tary force in China. The Americans in 
China are aroused, and no doubt they 
are convinced. that the only. effective 
method of dealing with the Chinese is by 
combining the forces of the powers, in- 
cluding the United States.- But these 
Americans evidently do not survey the 
whole situation and the ultimate proba- 
ble consequences of military intervention. 
It is eagier to make threats and use force 
than it is to exercise patience and calcu- 
late the end. Temporarily the use of 
force might bring satisfaction for the 
Nanking affair; but if the forces should 
have to remain, and if other forces should 
have to be sent in to rescue the first, and 
war should ensue, the world would soon 
condemn the folly of the powers in mag- 
nifying the Nanking incident. 

This is a time for extreme caution on 
the part of the United States. Its. citi- 
zens are in danger and must be pro- 
tected, if possible; and yet the measures 
taken to protect them must not be per- 
mitted to develop into a national calamity. 


SUPPRESSION OF THE PRESS. 


last November Premier’ Mussolini issued a 
drastic decree abolishing all antifascist news- 
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regulation, it was freely: 
that. suppression would be a- matter of ‘short 

duration, but so far the order has stood and 
Italy has continued under a state-controlled 

Now, however, it appears that at least, one 
supposedly suppressed journal is. being printed 
secretly and widely distributed through under- 
ground channels. When the decree was issued 
the paper was driven from city to city by gov- 
ernment agents, leaving behind it a wide trail 
of arrests. Finally it left Italy ‘and established 
offices in Belgium, where it has been printed 
and distributed by mail in envelopes like those 
used by the fascist organizations abroad. 

It was.to have been expected that surrepti- 
tious journalism would follow creation of a 
state-controlled press. It was inevitable that 
journals of this sort would be dangerously 
radical and that they would gain far wider 
distribution than their.subject matter war- 
ranted. Fascism is a wonderful experiment, a 
challenge to all other forms of government. 
Apparently, however, it is being distorted into 
tyranny, and the history of the latter has fol- 
lowed an invariable course. 
trolled press the poaver of opposition journals 
is immeasurably increased. Now the danger 
signs are up. 


PATRIOTISM OF WOMEN, 


The patriotic spirit of American womanhood 
was voiced yesterday by Mrs. 
seau, president general of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, and by Mrs. Anthony 
Wayne Cook, honorary president general of 


that organization. Mrs. Brosseau appealed to 
American women to interest themselves in so- 
cial and political problems, particularly in cast- 
ing their ballots. Mrs. Cook paid her respects 
to pacifists who oppose adequate preparedness 
of the United States. Both of these ladies ad- 
vocated preparedness of the spirit, in order 
that the women of the United States might be 
ready to do their share to defend the country 
in any emergency. They approved of military 
training camps and supported the policy of 
building up suitable and sufficient defenses on 
land and sea and in the air. 

Wherever pacifism has tried to appeal to the 
women of the United States it has met a stone 
wall. They have quickly detected the fallacy 
and cowardice that underlie the theories of 
pacifism. In such patriotic organizations as the 
Daughters of the American Revolution the gen- 
uine sentiments of the masses of American 


women.are crystallized in times of peace; and. 


in times of ‘war the women themselves, by. mil- 
lions, soon manifest their willingness to under- 
go any hardship in defense of the country. 
Not a soldier goes to the front who is not in- 
spired by a woman. Woman’s indomitable 
spirit hovers over the battlefield. The victors 
hasten to their women to share the joy of vic- 
tory, and the vanquished turn for consolation 
and renewed courage to the bosoms of women. 

There is no danger that American women 
will ever fail to do their duty,. and more, in 
time of war; but there is ground for the fear 
that they will not give sufficient attention in 
time of peace to their duty as voters. The pro- 
portion of women voters who actually cast bal- 
lots is too small. Too many women fail to real- 
ize the fact that itis now their duty to acquaint 
themselves with politics. What is politics, if it 
is not participation in government? And who 
is to run the government if voters neglect their 
duty? The average American woman, if placed 
on the battlements during war, would die of 
exposure and starvation rather than desert her 
post, and yet the same woman, in time of peace, 
is neglectful of the fact that ‘“‘eternal vigilance 
is the price of liberty.”’ It is her duty to study 
government, to get the truth regarding meas- 
ures and to scrutinize candidates. She is now 
an integral part of the government, responsi- 
ble for its workings and charged with the duty 
of serving as a sentinel. 

It is not a good answer to say that men are 
neglectful of their duty as voters. So they are; 
but this fact, instead of excusing women voters, 
emphasizes the need of their conscientious per- 
formance of duty. They are not only morally 
bound to vote but to stir up their men folks 
and get them to the polls. 


SEAPLANE EQUIPMENT. 


During the latter part of last week Lieut. 
Stephen E. McClellan, marine corps reserve 
officer, was forced to jump with his parachute 
when the airplane. he was demonstrating to 
government officials collapsed in midair. For- 
tunately he made a safe landing, and experi- 
enced only the discomfort of fifteen minutes 
spent in the chilly waters of the Potomac until 
a rescue boat could reach him. 

ae: 6 result of his experience several 
changes in flying equipment in the naval air 
service are under consideration. At presen? 
two types of parachutes are in general use, 
one of which is strapped to the back of the 
pilot and the other placed on the seat of the 
plane. Lieut. McClellan used the former type, 
and it is said that had he used the seat type 
he probably would have been killed. Therefore 
it has been suggested that the back type 
“chute” be made standard for compulsory use 
in all high-speed planes. 

The boat with which Lieut. McClellan final- 
ly was picked up took fifteen minutes to 
reach the spot of the rescue. During this time 
McClellan had to swim about and wait. Had 
he been injured or unconscious. he would have 
drowned, and for this reason it has been 
recommended that high-speed sea sleds, capa- 
ble of going 50 to 75 miles an hour, be placed 
at all naval flying stations for the purpose of 
making speedy rescues. 

‘There should be no question regarding the 
adoption of both recommendations. No mat- 
ter how good the plane, or how capable the 
pilot, accidents are. bound to occur, and-every 
precaution which gives promise of saving life 
or expediting emergency rescues should be 
taken. 


-NEW HAMPSHIRE’S EXPERIMENT. 


_ The . legislature of New Hampshire has 
enacted a law permitting the abatement of 
local taxes on selected property by the citizens 
of any town or city.

| ments, and thus offset the economic disadvan- 
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prevent ‘fyrther migration or shutting 
down, the legislature of New Hampshire has 
hit. upon the plan of rebating local taxes. 
The practice of tax exemption has. long been 
in vogue in new communities’ for the purpose 
of inviting and securing manufacturing plants. 
It prevailed in the West for a long time, until 
public policy rather turned against it as unfair 
to property owners already established and 
paying taxes. It has been called a “bonus”’ 
for weak concerns and establishments unable 
to get along alone. 
Economically viewed, the practice of paying 
a “bonus” to a new manufacturing establish- 
weet in the way of exemption of taxes has not 
proved beneficial in the long run. The ex- 
perience of the West has been that such con- 
cerns are unstable, often going from town to 
town and receiving a “bonus” in each when 
the welcome was worn out. Many communi- 


ties have been “milked” by these wandering: 


industries, until the practice now is dis- 
credited. 
AS a practical business proposition there 
may be conditions justifying rebate of taxes 
on the textile and other establishments in New 
Hampshire. It would be better for the other 
taxpayers to pay more than to lose the benefit 
derived from steady pay rolls and going busi- 
ness. Merchants who depend upon pay rolls 
expended in their communities will probably 
vote to rebate. Other property owners are 
‘likely to vote against the plan, since they re- 
ceive no direct benefit. 

Since the proposed rebate will include only 
small areas, it may work all right; but rebates 


of State or other taxes can not be made to 


work unless the tax has been collected illegal- | 


ly. The working of the New Hampshire ex- 
periment will be watched with interest. 


BEGGING AS A FINE ART. 


Murder as a fine art, as described in great 
detail. by De Quincey, is eclipsed in this our 
modern day by the rival claims of mendicancy 


to the artistic role. Everybody of any stand- 


ing is well aware of the ingenuity displayed by 


writers of begging letters. For sheer pathos, 
combined with plausibility, these carefully 
composed epistles, products for the most part 
of a fertile imagination, would, if ever they 
saw the light, take a deservedly high rank as 
literary efforts. They have, indeed, found 
their way indirectly and to a limited extent 
into literature. Readers of “Our Mutual 
Friend’? will recall the volume of appeals of 
this sort that daily reached Noddy Boffin, the 
Golden Dustman, as soon as it was established 
that he was the sole heir of the flinty-hearted 
and miserly old curmudgeon who had been 
his employer. The sarcastically humorous par- 
ticulars given by Dickens of some of these effu- 
sions do, however, but whet the mind for more. 
Glory and profit await the enterprising editor 


who will give to the world a collection of orig- , 


inal, Simon pure begging letters. 

There are also other ways in which 
mendicancy vindicates its aim to being an 
art. Visitors to Paris and other cities of con- 
tinental Europe have been amazed at the vari- 
ous guises in which’ members of the begging 
profession present themselves. Light is shed 
on the subject by an incident which occurred 
the other day in one of the Paris courts. A 
beggar having been arraigned on some charge 
and displaying great ability in his own de- 
fense, the judge ,complimented him on his 
knowledge of human nature. ‘‘Why, it’s an 
art,’’ exclaimed the accused, and straightway 
he pulled from his pocket ea book, entitled 
‘*‘Manual for the Use of Beggars.’’ On exami- 
nation, this remarkable volume was seen to 
contain ‘not only an exhaustive list of. good 
prospects and the proper method of approach- 
ing each, but also highly technical instructions 
as to the plan of operation to be adopted at 
christenings, weddings, funerals and other 
gatherings and extremely useful pointers for 
attracting sympathetic attention on all occa- 
sions. There was also a chapter devoted to 
faking blindness and other ailments and the 
concealing of genuine legs and arms for the 
display of false ones. 

It is no wonder that, as the records occa- 
sionally show, begging is a highly profitable 
business; no wonder, either, that its prac- 


titioners regard it as a highly sublimated art.

PRUNE PROSPECTS. 


Uncle Sam is constantly watching for an 
opportunity to point the way to better things 
for his nephews and nieces. Last week in an 
avuncular letter, which was open and above 
board, he showed how to space peanuts in rows 
sO as to make two goobers grow where only one 
grew before. He gave a great deal of thought 
to that dissertation on how to secure a “‘profit- 
able peanut production,’ and now he is out 
with another encyclical on prunes. 

In order to comply with the requests of prune 
producers, cooperative associations and other 
interested agencies, the division of cooperative 
marketing has conducted and completéd one of 
those surveys which develop so much informa- 
tion of the utmost value if only the persons in 
whose interest they are undertaken will follow 
the advice given. 

‘Uncle Sam’s prune surveyors interviewed 
wholesalers, retailers and even consumers, in 
29 cities, only to discover that as a general rule 
the lady who runs the boarding house where 
six prunes are served to each guest on. week 
days and eight on Sundays, knows only that a 
prune is a prune, and that the outstanding dif- 
ference is in the number of prunes to the 
pound, 

It was discovered that the trend of prune 


production in California, particularly, has been : 


steadily upward during the last 25 years, and, 
strange as it may seem; ‘‘the trend of prices to 
growers has been distinctly downward.” There- 
fore the conclusion is reached that ‘“‘no one 
need look for any marked increase in the gen- 
eral price level unless some means for increas- 
ing the demand for prunes can be found.” 

The survey appears to show that the con- 
fidence that the average dealer and consumer 
has in the California prune is not extended to 
the crop of fruit from Washington and Oregon. 
Nor is there any hope held out for a sudden 
switching of confidence, It is therefore up to the 
more Northern producers of prunes to get busy 
and improve their product or—and that may 
prove the solution—‘‘consider whether there 
are other farming alternatives to which they 
can turn with profit.”

Two proposals looking to the elimina- 
tion of this hazard have recently been 
made. One suggests the repeal of the 
city ordinance prohibiting bicycles on 
the sidewalks; the other proposes that 
cyclists be allowed to ride on the left 
side of the street, so they will face 
traffic instead of being obliged to 
glance backward frequently, with con- 
sequent wobbles, to see if they are 
menaced by Cars. 

There are objections to both plans. 
In the first, pedestrians would be sub- 
ject to constant annoyance and more or 
less risk. In the second, the danger 
would merely be reversed, not lessened. 
But some solution is obviously needed 
for the traffic problem of the boy on 
a bicycle.

industrialized Oysters. 

Cleveland Plain Dealer: Since 1910 
the natural supply of oysters has been 
dwindling. Means of artificial propa- 
gation have been anxiously sought but 
without much success, because when 
the water was changed in the breed- 
ing tanks millions of minute oyster 
larvae escaped. 

William Firth Wells, biologist of the 
New York State conservation depart- 
ment, in 1920 hit upon the scheme of 
using a cream separator to change the 
water. This proving successful, he 
proceeded to breed oysters for size and 
quality, with the result that a super- 
oyster is nearly ready to be put upon 
the market. Wells has also produced 
oysters out of season and added a 
month to the spawning season by 
hatching eggs from different localities, 
besides raising other edible shellfish in 
his tanks.

COMMISSION MAKES PLANS 


The public buildings commission will 
make another rearrangement of 
housing for eral activities during 
the coming summer similar to that 
made last summer, it was announced 
yesterday, the move being in the inter- 
est of economy, saving thousands of 
dollars in rentals. 

Through rental of the Emery build- 
ing, at Second and B streets northwest, 
workers and files of various activities 
of the general accounting office will be 
moved into this one-story building oc- 
cupying an entire block. 
Departments to be transferred to the 


Emery building are now located in the 
Walker Johnson, Lemon and Cox build- 
ings on New York avenue, the Winder 
building at Seventeenth and G streets, 
and the Register’s building at 119 D 
street. While hundreds of files will be 
involved in the transfer, it will affect 
several hundred workers also. 
Renovation of the Emery building 
will start immediately and it is esti- 
mated that it will be ready to accom- 
modate the transferred files and office 
forces within a month. The transfer 
will consume several months. 

Space vacated in the Walker Johnson 
building will be utilized by the office 
of the general counsel of the bureau 
of internal revenue but all other space 
will remain vacant as far as Federal 
occupancy is concerned. Savings to 
the government as a result of the con- 
centration have not yet been computed 
but they will run into the thousands 
of dollars annually.

What a woman will not do to be 
loyal to her own true instincts, her 
better nature, is something to excite 
admiration in the most hardened 
breast. In the exposition of so many 
pent-up emotions there is perhaps no 
woman on the American stage who 
could tackle such a role as this, Lilla 
Olrik, in Just the fashion Bertha Kalich 
possesses. Her histrionic ability is dis- 
tinctive, all her own; of a school apart. 
And yet, after suffering with her for 
full two and a half acts, one wonders 
why so much energy should be ex- 
pended upon a play that, after all, does 
nothing so well as it depresses.

HERE is, it seems to me, no time 
of the year that calls as in- 
sistently for the detail of little 
things as spring. We wonder, sud- 
denly, how we got along last year with 
so few vases that were attractive, and 
how we used our porch chairs with half 
the paint nicked from their sides, and 
why the curtains look so ragged and 
whether or not they should stay up 
during the summer months—and, if 
not, what to do with them. 
I have not forgotten that this de- 
partment of ours is a department deal- 
ing with not one side of homemaking, 
but with many of its angles, and the 
home is, indeed, an angle that requires 
consideration at the spring of the year. 
We might, it is true, run a separate 
column with attention only to the 
household things, but it will be bet- 
ter, I feel, to work the unusual inter- 
ests into this column—and into the 
“shopping column,” which was some 
time ago a part of our homemakers’ 
page, and which we are to have again. 
This shopping column was exceedingly 
popular during the weeks that we 
worked with it, and we felt a great in- 
terest to be existent in it among our 
friends. Because of the other work of 
this department, we were finally 
obliged to dispense with the shopping 
news, but now, since we have still an- 
other head and pair of hands to help 
us with our work (in the form of an- 
other assistant) we are going to take 
the shopping news up again. It may 
not be on the page regularly, because 
not always may we hope to find articles 
worth our special attention, but from 
time to time it will appear and be, we 
hope, of as much assistance and 
pleasure as at the begininng.

Chicke> With Noodles. 
Boil a chicken slowly until tender 
in water to which an onior a bay- 
leaf and a few stalks of celery have 
been added. Remove when cooked to 
a hot platter and garnish with parsley 
and over the top arrange a few strips 
of pimento. Season the broth in which 
the chicken was cooked with salt and 
pepper to taste and thicken with flour 
mixed with sufficient milk to pour 
easily. The flour required depends 
upon the amount of broth that re- 
mains after the cooking of the chicken. 
Strain the gravy and keep it hot. Drop 
one package of egg noodles into boil- 
ing salted water and cook until tender. 
Pour a cup of the thickened gravy 
over the chicken on the platter and add 
the remaining noodles (which have been 
drained) to the remaindsr of the gravy. 
The noodles should make of the gravy 
a thick liquid that is to be served in 
place of an extra vegetable, somewhat 
as we serve macaroni with cheese.

Pare one large apple, remove the 
core and cut into sinall pieces. Squeeze 
over the pieces the juice of one lemon. 
Cut six stalks of celery in small pieces.

Our recipe for orange cake is in the 
cook book and most of us have the 
cook book, which makes it not neces- 
sary for me to repeat the formula here 
at this time. Here are the request 
recipes that have collected. At least, 
here are as many of them as we can 
manage today. 


REQUESTED RECIPES. 


Salmon Pie. 

Mix two cups of flaked salmon with 
two cups of thick white sauce and add 
salt and pepper to taste. Line a baking 
dish with hot mashed potatoes that 
have been made very soft with cream 
or milk and seasoned with butter, salt 
and pepper. Put into the center of 
this lining of potato the salmon that 
has been mixed with the cream sauce 
and arrange a ring or border of potato 
around the edge of the finished dish. 
A pastry bag (or set) is useful in this 
instance and adds materially to the 
appearance of the finished product, 
which is to go to the table in the dish 
in which it is baked. 


Baked Apple Dumpling 


2 cups flour. 

2 teaspoons baking powder. 

% teaspoon salt. 

1 tablespoon butter. 

4 tablespoons sugar. 

Milk. 

Apples. 

Sift dry ingredients then cut in the 
butter. Wet with enough milk to make 
a soft dough.’ Roll out and cut into 
six squares. Slice applies into them 
and turn up the corners and place the 
turnovers thus made in a baking pan. 
Pour over the following sauce and bake 
for one-half hour or possibly a little 
longer allowing the dumplings to brown 
nicely on the top. 


Sauce for Dumplings. 


1 cup of sugar. 

1% cup butter. 

2 cups boiling water. 

Pour boiling water over the sugar 
and butter and then pour over the 
dumplings and place them in a hot 
oven to cook. 


Scalloped Tomatoes. 


Butter a baking dish and put layers 
of bread crumbs alternately with layers 
of tomatoes (canned or fresh) and salt 
and pepper and dots of butter until the 
dish is filled or the materials exhaust- 
ed. As a matter of fact, it is a bit 
more tasty—this dish—if it- has had 
added to it a dash of celery salt and a 
few gratings of onion. There is always 
the possibility that some member of 
these mumerous families may not 
like onion flavor and it is, therefore, 
with considerable hesitancy that I give 
@ recipe that actually calls for a flavor- 
ing of onion. But it may in this case 
be used or left out as one desires. Bake 
this dish in a moderate oven for fifteen 
to twenty minutes. The canned to- 
matoes are more usually selected then 
the fresh, except in the season of plenty 
when we may make use of homegrown 
tomatoes in every. possible way. 


Prune Bread. 

1 cup white flour. 

2 cups graham flour. 

1 ‘heaping teaspoon soda. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

Sift together all dry ingredients, 
warm the molasses and add to the milk; 
pour the whole gradually into the dry 
mixture. Add the prunes and bake 
for an hour in a slow oven.

'HOW TO KEEP WELL| 


By DR. W. 


THE THREE PITFALLS OF 
PREGNANCY. 
F women are to come safely through 
pregnancy there are three great 
pitfalls they must avoid. Safety 
for the baby is included in the term 
“safely.” 
They must guard against the group 
conditions known as puerperal 
eclampsia;. they must guard against 
venereal disease; and they must have 
good medical and nursing service dur- 
ing labor. 

The first is guarded against by having 
the urine examined periodically, by 
having the blood pressure taken at 
stated intervals, and by watching the 
weight. The second is guarded against 
by having blood tests made. The third, 
by having proper measurements, and 
in some cases X-ray pictures, made 
before labor comes on, and fy arrang- 
ing for good service during labor. 

There are nine months in which the 
husband and wife know what is coming 
off, and when and during which plans 
for safe conduct can be made. 


In an extensive investigation of mis- 
haps of pregnancy and labor, with 
especial reference to racial character- 
istics, Miss H. W. Ford found that 
white women of native stock were 
peculiarly likely to develop trouble from 
disorders of the eclampsia group, and 
their labors were likely to be difficult 
because of deformities of the pelvis. 
Therefore, on the average, native white 
women should have the pelvis measured 
and X-rays made when necessary, and 
they should watch the urine for albu- 
min, and be on guard against high 
blood pressure and putting on weight. 

Negro women more than the others 
should have laboratory tests for syphilis 
and examinations for contracted pelvis. 
Women of Irish stock should watch out 
especially for high blood pressure and 
contracted pelvis. Women of Italian 
and Russian stocks generally’ get 
through pregnancy and labor ‘safely. 


In her investigations she found that 
women who had swelling of the feet 
and disturbance of vision due to kid- 
ney trouble ran twice the average 
amount of risk in going through preg- 
nancy. Women with more than a 
trace of albumin in the urine were in 
five times the average amount of dan- 
ger. 

In most cases of rising blood pres- 
sure, increase in weight, disturbance 
of vision and albumin in the urine, the 
woman can get into safer waters by 
changing her diet and altering some 
of her habits for the time. Untreated

trouble for the mother and to he a 
source of far greater trouble for the 
baby. If syphilis of the pregnant 
woman is properly treated, neither the 
woman nor her baby will be in great 
danger.

-Declines of $52,000,000 in loans and 
discounts, $25,000,000 in investments 
end $22,000,000 in government ‘deposits 
were shown by the 671 banks reporting 
to the Federal Reserve Board on April 
13, according to announcement by the 
board yesterday. Increases of $17,000,- 
000 in net demand deposits, $20,000,000 
in time deposits and $29,000,000 in bor- 
rowings from the Federal Reserve banks 
were reported for the week which ended 
on Wednesday. 

Loans on stocks and bonds, includ- 
ing government obligations, were $42,- 
000,000 ‘below the previous week’s total, 
a decline of $71,000,000 in the New 
York district being offset in part by 
the Chicago, Boston and Kansas City 
districts. All other loans and discounts 
declined $10,000,000. Loans to brokers 
and dealers secured by stocks and 
bonds, made by reporting member 
banks in New York, were $22,000,000 
above the April 6 total.

OSTON, April 18 (By A. P.).—The 
largest field in the history of the 

» Boston Athletic associlation’s an- 
nual Marathon was assured tonight for 
the thirty-first renewal of the 26-mile 
385-yard grind from Hopkinton to Bos- 
ton tomorrow. Half a dozen entries late 
today boosted the total number of 
starters to 195, two more than the rec- 
ord field of 1910, with the possibility 
of a few more additions before the 
starter’s gun barks at 12 noon tomor- 
row. 

Chief among the last-minute entries 
was William Agee, who finished well 
up in the Laurel-to-Baltimore 26-mile 
race 3 

Six former winners of the famous dlis- 
tance classic are again competing for 
first place, which, this year, carries 
with it the national A. A. U. title. 
They include the two top favorites, 
Clarence De Mar, 38-year-old Melrose 
printer, and four-time winner of the 
event, and youthful John Cc. Miles, 
Nova Scotia mine boy and grocery 
clerk, who last year ran the fastest field 
in the history of the run into the 
ground in record-breaking time. 


The. course was remeasured this 
year by expert surveyors and the 
distance is as accurate now as scli- 
ance can make it. The surveying 
added 176 yards to the old distance 
covered, and the winner this year 
will be credited with the record, 
no matter what time the watches 
give him. 


Despite the added distance, miles has 
said he expects to clip 40 seconds from

They are said to 
have entertained about 50,000 in the 
Philadelphia engagement, whereas the 
Yankees claimed they parked about 
70,000 at their first p-me.

; Infant Deaths and Contagious 
| Diseases Appall, He Tells 
-~ Monday Evening Club. 


The District government is 99.44 per 
cent free from graft, Herbert D. Brown, 


chief of the bureau of efficiency, told 
the Monday Evening Club at Grace 
Dodge hotel last night. The recent in- 
vestigations of the local government by 
his agency have revealed this condition, 
he said, a standard of excellence which 
challenges municipal administration 
' anywhere in the country. 

A thorough study of health work in 
the District and the development of an 
adequate and effective health program 
to combat the high infant death rate 
and the increasing number of dread 
contagious diseases among children here 
were urged by Mr. Brown. 

At the request of the bureau of effi- 
ciency, Brown said, the U. 8. Public 
Health Service has undertaken a survey 
of the health work and needs of the 
District of Columbia. Their findings 
he said would be reported to the Gibson 
committee when Congress convenes. 


City 67th from Top. 


Brown pointed out that among 100 
cities recently st died by the U. 5. 
public health service, Washington 
stands sixty-seventh from the top in 
its expenditures for health work. The 
expenditure for health work here is 
only 51 cents per capita, yet Washing- 
ton heads the list of over 250,000 popu- 
lation in the relation of infant mor- 
tality to live births, r asserted. 

Of the sixteen cities in its popula- 
tion class in 1923, Washington led in 
the number of case. of tuberculosis and 
measies and was second for whooping 
cough, third for typhoid fever, fourth 
for scarlet fever and ninth for diph- 
theria, 

Although Washington leads all othe 
cities in its population class in the 
number of deaths from tuberculosis, 
no adequate provision has been made 
here for the care of tul cular children 
ani some of the most important work 
now being carried on in the tubercular 
hospital is being paid for from private 
funds, Mr. Brown asserted. He pointed 
out that the health department has 
long urged the construction of a con-~- 
tagious disease hospital, but their re- 
quests have been denied, he said. 


For Single-Headed Health Work. 


Careful consideration should be given 
to the question of whether better co- 
ordination of health activities would 
not be obtained if the different agen- 
cies which have become involved in 
the development and administration of 
health work were placed under a sin- 
gle department under a highly trained 
professional or medical director, Brown 
declared. 

A basic plan of coordination should 
also be worked out between the juve- 
nile court, the board of public welfare, 
the women’s police bureau and the at- 
tendance office of the department of 
education, Brown said. He praised Dr. 
William Fowler, health officer, and 
George Wilson, director of public wel- 
fare» for conditions in their depart- 
ments. ~

The jury found that the woman had 
bern struck by an automobile driven 
by a “hit-and-run” driver and was ly- 
ing unconscious in the street when 
Goodloe’s machine passed over her 
body. Goodloe placed her in his auto- 
mobile and drove to Freedman’s hos- 
pital, where Mrs. Chin was pronounced 
dead. The jury decided that the driver 
of the “hit-and-run” car was respon- 
sible for her death.

RED CROSS MAY START 
WAR MEMORIAL TN YEAR 


$500,000 Plans, Honoring 
Heroines, Announced Follow- 
ing Session With Mellon. 


MORE MONEY IS SOUGHT 


A $500,000 memorial building will be 
erected here within a year or two by 
the American Red Cross in honor of 
the “heroic women of the world war,” 
it was announced yesterday by Miss 
Mabel T. Boardman, secretary of the 
-American Red Cross, following a con- 
ference with Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon. 

The new building will be erected to 
the west of the present structure and 
will face the new wing of the Cor- 
coran Art gallery. Miss Boardman and 
Rear Admiral W. S. Benson, members 
of the memorial fund committee, con- 
ferred with Secretary Mellon, who is 
honorary treasurer of the committee, 
on the project. 

A total of $450,000 has been raised, 
Miss Boardman said. This includes an 
appropriation of $150,000 by Congress. 
An additional $50,000 will be raised in 
a nation-wide appeal. Plans for the 
new building are nearing completion 
in the offices of Trowbridge & Living- 
ston, New York architects, who designed 
the present building. The exact time 
for beginning work can not be de- 
cided as yet, Miss Boardman said, as 
the funds and the plans must be ready 
before bids can be advertised for. If 
funds come in as rapidly as at pres- 
ent, Miss Boardman said, work may be 
started within the year. 

Ownership of the new building will 
be vested in the United States govern- 
ment, with the Red Cross given its 
use in perpetuity, Miss Boardman said. 
This is the same arrangement made 
for the present building, which is a 
memorial to the “heroic women of the 
civil war.” 

The memorial fund committee in- 
cludes Gen. John J. Pershing, honor- 
ary chairman; Secretary, Mellon, kon- 
orary treasurer; Admiral Benson, hon- 
orary secretary, and Miss Boardman, 
secretary. 


NEW RULE TO COVER 
ENTRANCE PARKING 


Commissioners Direct Counsel 
to Draft Regulation as 
Merchants Protest. 


The District commissioners yesterday 
directed the corporation counsel to 
draft a new regulation concerning park- 
ing of automobiles at shipping en- 
trances of commercial establishments. 


This action followed an opinion by 
the corporation counsel last week hold- 
ing the present practice of banning 
parking,at such points to be illegal. The 
commissioners yesterday received a let- 
ter from the Merchants and Manufac- 
turers association protesting against 
losing the no parking privilege in front 
of their shipping entrances and asking 
that the traffic rule be amended to 
read as follows: 

“No vehicle shall be permitted to 
stand at the regular shipping entrance 
of any commercial building except for 
the purpose of loading and unloading 
passengers and merchandise. Shipping 
entrances and spaces from which park- 
ing is excluded shall be designated by 
official signs issued on permits by the 
director of traffic after proper investi- 
gation.” Such a regulation would be 
substantially the same as the one de- 
clared invalid by the _ corporation 
counsel.

900,226,408 VALUE GIVEN 
AT PHONE RATE HEARING 


Excess Earnings in 1926 to Be 
Contention of Public Utilities 
Commission. 


FIRM TO HAVE WITNESSES 


Hearings were resumed yesterday by 
the public utilities commission looking 
toward a further reduction of telephone 
rates. The Chesapeake & Potomac 
Telephone Co. submitted financial 
statements claiming a valuation of 
property of $30,226,498. B. McK. Bach- 
mann, accountant for the commission, 
produced documents placing the valua- 
tion for rate making purposes at $20,- 
430,995. The claim will be made that 


the company in 1926 earned $157,900 
in excess of a 7 per cent return on its 
proper valuation. 

The hearing was brief and was con- 
fined to the presentation of the re- 
spective sets of figures. Then it was 
adjourned until May 9, at which time 
witnesses for the company will be in- 
troduced to testify supporting its ap- 
praisals., 

Ralph B. Fleherty; people’s counsel, 
expects to ask the commission to per- 
mit him to retain experts at the com- 
pany’s expense to testify on the same 
points and on the abstract question of 
whether the company’s $3,000,000 de- 
preciation fund should be allowed as 
part of valuation on which to base 
rates. 

This depreciation item was the 
largest of those urged by the com- 
pany, but not included as proper rate- 
fixing value by Bachmann. The other 
items were $693,000 land value, $1,189,- 
000 for buildiugs, $55,156 for radio 
broadcasting station, $3,704,000 for go- 
ing concern value, $183,000 for working 
capital and $445,000 for construction in 
progress.

FINAL ACTION IS SEEN 
ON HIGHWAY CHANGES 


Experts to Report on Railroad 
Features of District De- 
velopment Plan. 


Resumption of a policy of acquiring 
triangular plots at street intersections 
throughout the city as park places, re- 
creation grounds and sites for statues, 
will be considered by members of the 
National Capital park and planning 
commission when it opens a three-day 
session here Friday. 

It will study a report embracing a 
list of triangular tracts at street in- 
tersections prepared by its engineers, 


and while their acquisition will be a 
District matter, should the park and 
planning commission find procurement 
of more of these parcels desirable, it 
will lend support to the District com- 
missioners’ request to the next Con- 
gress. 

For @ number of years, the District 
commissioners have been acquiring 
these lands and up until the time of 
the United States’ entry into the world 
war, received an annual appropriation 
of $25,000 for the purpose. During the 
war and a few years afterward, when 
few plots were arranged, the appropri- 
ation was reduced to $5,000 and later 
was increased to $12,500, the present 
amount. 

As a result of increased building ac- 
tivity in the last two years many new 
triangles have been laid out, and their 
beautification in the District plan Is 
now a matter for immediate consid- 
eration. 


Details on Triangles. 


The report will show all triangles 
now publicly owned, others of size com- 
mensurate with those already ac- 
quired, with their estimated value, so 
that park and planning commissioners 
may have full knowledge of the cost 
of the proposal and possibly assist the 
District commissioners in their appeal 
for a larger appropriation. It was ex- 
plained that some are of such small 
size as to render their purchase im- 
practicable. 

Changes in the highway plan, hear- 
ings on which were held by the Dis- 
trict commissioners recently, will be 
acted on finally by the commission 
Friday. These are: 

The area west of Rock Creek park, 
adjacent to Western avenue; the area 
south of naval observatory in the vicin- 
ity of the Bliss estate; area west of 
Glover parkway, vicinity of Reservoir 
road; Piney Branch valley east of Six- 
teenth street; vicinity of Trinity col- 
lege and Glenwood cemetery; vicinity 
of intersection of North Capitol street, 
Kansas avenue and the B. & O. rail- 
road, area east of Bladensburg road 
immediately south of Natibdnal Train- 
ing school, Maryland avenue east of 
Bladensburg road, and other streets 
in the vicinity of the proposed 
arboretum. 


Tract Action Delayed. 


Commission officials said yesterday 
that negotiations relative to acquisition 
of the Patterson tract as a northeast 
playground had not progressed far 
enough for action at this meeting, but 
a report on the railroad and terminal 
features of the comprehensive develop- 
men plan for the District and its en- 
virons would be reported by Harland 
Bartholomew and William D. Hudson, 
St. Louis planning experts employed 
by the commission. They said that the 
farmers’ market relocation would not 
be considered in this report, a prelim- 
inary survey dealing with this subject 
having recommended a site in the gen- 
eral neighborhood of Eckington. 

The railroad and terminal report will 

deal with existing conditions and sug- 
gest plans for future expansion of both 
freight and passenger facilities. Addi- 
tional study will be given to the treat- 
ment of the Mall and Monument 
grounds, consideration of which was 
begun at the March meeting. Land ac- 
quisition also will be discussed. 
On Friday evening J. C. Nichols, of 
Kansas City, nationally known expert 
on city planning and member of the 
commission, will speak before the 
Washington Real Estate board. Satur- 
day at noon the commissioners will 
have luncheon with a group of news- 
paper men, and Sunday morning they 
will inspect the Washington water 
front by boat, and the proposed park- 
ways in the afternoon. 


Taxicab Driver Sues 
To Retain His Permit 


William M. Alger, 1121 1 street north- 
west, taxi driver, filed suit yesterday in 
equity court against M. O. Eldridge, 
acting director of traffic, for an in- 
junction to prevent the revocation of 
his driver’s permit. According to the 
complaint filed for Alger by Attorneys 
Anderson and Long, the taxi driver was 
informed on April 12 that he must sur- 
render his permit by April 22, for an 
offense said to have been committed on 
March 21, 1926, more than a year prior 
to the issuance of a new permit. 

Alger was arrested April 4 by Police- 
man Heyne, of the Fourth precinct, and 
charged with leaving after colliding, 
without making his identity known, on 
March 21, 1926. It is contended that 
the traffic authorities have no legal 
right to revoke a permit for an of- 
fense dated one year prior to the is- 
suance of a new permit and prior to 
conviction,
